means fish shortage, is laid at the 
door of the minnow dealer, it 
would be beneficial to tighten 
the regulations of those individ- 
uals who procure their own bait 
as well. Each fisherman is allowed 
a daily limit of 100 minnows. They 
are allowed to use a seine, 20 
feet in length, 4 feet in depth, 
and of a mesh not less than %4- 
inch bar measure. They are also 
permitted to use a glass or wire 
trap to procure minnows. Craw- 
fish may be procured by the same 
methods and each fisherman is 
permitted 150 daily. This adds up, 
of course, to each fisherman hav- 
ing in his possession 250 minnows 
and crawfish which, otherwise, 
would furnish forage for a goodly 
number of bass, jack salmon, gog- 
gle-eye, crappie and other fish- 
eating fish. 

A tightening of the bait regu- 
lations would work no hardship 
on any fisherman, with the pos- 
sible exception of those who use 
trotlines. Not more than 33 hooks 
may be used in the aggregate for 
any or all methods of fishing by 
any person at any one time. Two

It is inconceivable that this great 
amount of bait would be needed 
to take the limits of six bass, six 
channel cat and four jack salmon. 
This is especially true with the 
hook-and-line fisherman who con- 
stantly tends his poles while fish- 
ing and makes most of his baits 
pay dividends. 
It’s a Temptation. 

Productive creeks which teem 
with minnows are a temptation 
to the bait gatherers to take far 
more minnows than they can pos- 
sibly use in one day’s fishing. 
Often one drag of the seine in 
the small, spring-fed streams in 
the Ozarks will produce in excess 
of the limit of minnows as set 
forth in the regulations. Far too 
many fishermen will crowd their 
minnow buckets chock-full of these 
choice baits because they are 
available and easily procured. 
Glass minnow traps, especially in 
the Eleven Points and upper Cir- 


rent rivers, will soon fill with). 


large shiners and other minnows 
—and many fishermen will take 
all of them, several of which will 
die and be thrown away after the 
day's fishing is done. 

Seiners are often negligent in 
throwing back the contents of the 
seine’s haul after they have se- 
lected the choice minnows for a 
day's fishing. Many will wantonly 
dump them out on the sand and 

vel bars where they soon die 
and, because of such carelesshess, 
fish are deprived of great amounts 
of their natural food. Seiners will 
often drag their seines over the 
spawning beds of the gregarious 
bluegill and sunfish, destroying 
the year’s spawn, Many future 
panfish are thus destroyed be- 
cause of the unthinking bait gath- 
erers. 

Fish must have food if they are 
to grow to catchable size. The 
sooner the fishermen, as a whole, 
recognize the fact that a couple 
of dozen live, healthy, agile min- 
nows are far more desirable from 
a fish-eye’s viewpoint than are a 
hundred dead, decayed ones, then 
more natural foods will be left 
in the streams and fishing con- 
ditions will definitely improve as 


a result.

WASHINGTON, April 11—Sen- 
ator Fulbright (Dem.), Arkansas, 
spoke feelingly the other day 
about the dull moral sensibilities 
of men in public life.

There is a law designed to limit 
the number of officials who have 
a limousine and chauffeur at their 
command for pérsonal business, 
but it is the most liberally inter- 
preted statute since the Fugitive 
Slave Act of 1850. 

What Law Provides.

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Cautious, Slow - Moving Dutch 
Gradually Seeing Defense Needs 


No Troops Provided Yet for Eisenhower, 
but Start Has Been Made—Basic Differ- 
ences Between Holland and Belgium.

| HE first Dutchman I spoke with at any length after my arrival 
| here happened to. be the Prime Minister of the Kingdom of 
| The. Netherlands. The second was the chauffeur who drove 
me from the Prime Minister's office to my hotel. Both of them 
knew that I had come to Holland to write about the Dutch contri- 
bution to the military effort of the North Atlantic Alliance. Both 
of them started right in with exactly the same approach: 

“Of course you must realize that our situation is different from 


Belgium’s.” 

The Dutch are inclined to be a 
little sensitive—and a little de- 
fensive—about the unquestion- 
able fact that, as matters stand 
today, their military effort has 
not produced results equal to 
those of Belgium—a neighboring 
country of almost exactly the 
same population. This defensive 
attitude has been steamed up by 
a report (which leaked into the 
press) that Gen. Eisenhower ex- 
pressed . disappointment over 
Dutch military plans at the time 
of his recent visit. The report 
\seems to be true enough. But 
\less attention has been given to 
ithe fact that, since that time, the 
Dutch military program has been 
amplified considerably. 

Dutch Traits Pointed Out. 


ft’s hard for Americans to un- 
derstand why the Dutch military 


situation should be so different 


from that of Belgium. We are 
more or less accustomed to link 
the two countries together in our 
thinking. But let’s consider a few 
hard facts. 


First, Holland is a very old 
member of the family of inde- 
pendent states; indeed, it ranked 
once as a great power. Belgium's 
independence is little more than 
a century old. Traditionally, the 
Dutch are perhaps more firmly 


wedded to the idea that the civil 
authority should control the mili- 
tary than any other people in the 
world. 

We and the British have that 
tradition too, but in practice we 
both allow our military people 
much more freedom of action 


than comes natural to the Dutch. | 


Moreover, they have an inbred 
dislike of standing armies. Both 
these conceptions come down to 
them from the days when the 
troops of Philip II of Spain were 
quartered in Dutch towns, and so 
conducted themselves that thé 
Dutch have never forgotten. In 
consequence, the Dutch had no 
regular army right up to World 
War II, contenting themselves 
with a kind of militia based on 


four months’ compulsory service

plus refresher courses. 


Second, the Dutch have ‘a long, 
honored and indeed glorious mar- 
itime tradition. The Navy has al- 
ways stood far ahead of the Army 
in public esteem. It is no use 
arguing today that Holland 
doesn’t need a navy, now that 
there is no more East Indian 
colonial empire while the seas are 
amply -controlled by Holland's 
American and British allies. The 
idea of strength at sea is bred 
into the Dutch bone. This is a 
fact which no Dutch Government 
would dare disregard. 


Third, a glance at the map will 


show you that most of Holland, 
| including the great cities such as 
|Amsterdam, Rotterdam and this 
}capital of The Hague are north 
| of the Rhine, and that no natural 
‘barrier stands between this part 
of Holland and Germany— 
through which the new Soviet 
enemy may come. 


It is true than an artificial 
barrier can be created—by break- 
ing the dikes and inundating the 
country.

Mr. Truman has only done what Gen. Mac- 
Arthur himself would have done to any sub- 
ordinate officer who made a practice of ignor- 
ing military orders from higher authority. The 
one difference is that Gen. MacArthur would 
have done it after the first breach.

The President is just as right on policy, in 
our opinion, as he is on the matter of insubor- 
dination.

A more immediately beneficial result will be- 
that at Lake Success.

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Squeeze on Farm Labor 

The nation’s farmers have been asked to pro- 
duce more food and fiber this year than ever 
before. Apart from the weather, the crucial 
factor in meeting this goal is likely to be man- 
power—labor available on the farms. 

At a time when farm labor is already short, 
draft calls and the lure of defense jobs in the 
cities are cutting into the supply still more. So 
it is natural that draft boards should be assailed 


with appeals for deferment of farm youths, and — 


that Congress should be studying a stepup in 
the importing of foreign field workers, and the 
possibility of recruiting students and other non- 
farm workers for harvest labor. 


The National Grange estimates that one mil- 
lion new farm workers will have to be recruited 
to attain full production this year.

The city and county have been tangled for

ple fact is that a sewer system has to drain, and 
the geography of drainage has nothing to~do 
with political boundaries. 

The most practical way to bring order into 
this chaotic situation is to create a single Metro- 
politan Sanitation District, and to give it author- 
ity to purchase existing sewers, build new ones, 
and levy taxes and issue bonds to pay for the 
work. That is what Mayor Darst and Supervisor 
Matthews now propose. It is, essentially, what 
the Bi-State Development Agency recommended 
as part of its planning report prepared by Har- 
land Bartholomew. 

Messrs. Darst and Matthews discussed 
whether the Bi-State Agency should handle the 


new sewer district, and concluded that no “bi- . 


state” factor was involved. This is true. But 
the agency is metropolitan and is not limited 
solely to interstate problems. And since it 
helped plan for the proposed district and is 
qualified to offer. further help, the Bi-State 
Agency ought to have a part in the preparation. 

A good deal of legal work remains before the 
sewer district plan can be placed before city and 
county voters. Mayor Darst says he hopes the 
elections can be held fairly soon.

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Poet Sandburg Warns of a Trap 


One of the most thoughtful Americans of our 
time is 73-year-old Carl Sandburg who has seen 
a lot of life and all of the country. Speaking at 
the East Alton-Wood River Community High 
School, the white-haired poet and Lincoln biog- 
rapher said that radio and television are 
“thieves of time who steal precious hours that 
can never be regained.” 

The radio and television industries can easily 
argue that Mr. Sandburg is wrong. They can 
cite worthwhile programs and truly educational 
achievements. So rather than argue that he is 
wrong we suggest they ask whether he may be 
even partly right. If they ask themselves that 
question and seek the answer, it should help 
them improve both radio ang television. -The 
best way to treat criticism is to take it and apply 
however much is valuable.

Late Supreme Court Justice saluted by associates, lawyers and 
friends at service in Washington; first function of law is to 
secure individual liberty, resolution says; second use is to “accom- 
modate” needs of citizens taken together; review of jurist’s record. 


From Proceedings in the United States Supreme Court 


Wiley Blount Rutledge, former dean of 
the Washington University Law School, 
died on Sept. 10, 1949, after serving sir 
years on the nation’s highest tribunal by 


appointment of Franklin D. Roosevelt. .In_ 


keeping with custom, official memorial 
services were held in Washington Tues- 
day. The appraisal of Justice Rutledge in 
the Supreme Court was the joint work of 
a group who knew him and his work, in- 
cluding the late Roscoe Anderson, John 
Raeburn Green and John R. Stockham. 


Wiley Rutledge loved people. He be- 
lieved in the dignity and worth of the 
individual. This was no theoretical or 
abstract philosophical concept to him; it 
was a matter of daily living. 

He constantly and frequently sought the 
company of other people. Wiley Rutledge 
wanted to hear what others were thinking, 
what they believed. He was a man of 
merry heart. and cheerful countenance. 
Having understanding, he had wisdom. 

He knew that men must be free, yet he 
knew also that there must be order. Long 
ago, he realized that freedom and order 
have the capacity for destroying each 
other. Without both, 
neither freedom nor 
order can long en- 
dure, Wiley Rutledge

He firmly believed that the “main end 
of our society” and of our Constitution is 
the securing and perpetuating of individ- 
ual freedom. As he recognized in his con- 
curring opinion In re Oliver, the Bill of 
Rights does restrict state authority in the 
invasion of personal freedom and such 
restriction is sometimes inconvenient to 
the authority. 


The Great Accommodator 


Yet, the collapse of liberty in Europe in 
recent years emphatically demonstrated to 
Mr. Justice Rutledge that “it is both wiser 
and safer to put up with whatever incon- 
veniences that charter creates than to run 
the risk of losing its hard-won guarantees 
by dubious, if also more convenient substi- 
tutions imported from alien traditions.” 

The boldness with which Mr. Justice 
Rutledge took his stand on basic individual 
liberties has tended to overshadow, tem- 
porarily at least, other great contributions 
which he made to the law.

HOLLYWOOD, April 11 (AP)— 
Mark Twain's library was sold at 
auction yesterday and the author’s 
own copy of “The Celebrated 
Jumping Frog of Calaveras Coun- 
ty” brought top price. 

Max Hunley, rare book dealer 
of Los Angeles, bought the vol- 
ume for $325. It was the small 
copy—5 by 8 inches—the late 
writer used on his lecture tours 
60 and 70 years ago. 

Book fanciers from all sections 
of the country vied for portions 
of the author’s collection of 3000 
volumes. E. F. Whitman, auction 
manager, estimated the first 800 
books auctioned brought more 
than $5000. ‘ 
“The Luck of Roaring Camp 
and other stories by Twain's 
friend, Bert Harte, and filled with 
Twain’s own marginal scrawlings, 
was purchased for $200 by Wilbur 
Smith, curator .of rare books at 
the University of California at 
Lo’ Angeles.

DAMASCUS, Syria, April 11 
(AP)—The Syrian air force said 
it shot down one of two Israeli 
air force planes that approached 
within 25 miles of Damascus this 
afternoon. 

An air force spokesman said 
four Syrian fighters intercepted 
the Israeli planes and forced them 
back after they reached an area 
south of Damascus. He said 
Syrian border forces saw one of 
the Israeli planes crash two miles 
inside Israeli territory near Lake 
Huleh.

HYDE PARK. 

T is hard indeed for us to ac- 
cept the fact that universal 
military training is insurance 
against war. It has been the feel- 
ing for so long among our people, 
many of whom came from Euro- 
pean countries where they had to 
give two or three years to mili- 
tary service, that one of our safe- 
guards against war was that we 
did not prepare to wage war. It 
is, therefore, a complete turn- 
around in our thinking when we 
find ourselves forced to prepare 
to wage war as our only hope to 
preserve peace. 

This situation has been brought 
about by two. factors. First, we 
are no longer a potentially great 
nation. Weare a great nation. 
Second, we must be prepared al- 
ways to defend ourselves and 
protect others, and we are not 
now prepared physically, men- 
tally or spiritually. o 


IN THE PAST, the strong na- 
tion through its power has“in- 
sured protection for other na- 
tions in the world. For a long 
time Great Britain, with its 
navy, performed this type of po- 


licing for us,,and we had a fairly 
long period of peace. 

Now the threat of Soviet Union 
expansionism has alerted the peo- 
ple of the world and it happens 
that we today are the strong na- 
tion. Therefore, the free nations 
are turning to us for defense. 


This is a new role for us and 
we do not like it v much. Our 
representatives in ngress dis- 
like accepting this new responsi- 
bility and they fight against it. 
They try to get assurances from 
other nations that they will con- 
tribute more than we do to their 
own defense, and they cry aloud 
when any nation seems unwilling 
to do so. Some of them maintain 
that this is all a waste of money 
on our part and that we should 
let the Soviets expand. Of course, 
we might do that if Soviet expan- 
sionism would affect only the 
other nations, but unfortunately, 
in-the long run it would affect us, 
too. 


Here we must return to the ar- 
gument of whether we will accept 
U.M.T. or not, For the time being 
at least, it seems to me essential 
to accept it because we are going 
through a period known as the 


war of nerves. To win through 
this period and still have peace, 
the Soviets must be convinced 
that we are calmly and quietly 
going about the business .of 
strengthening ourselves as rapid- 
ly as possible. | 
On my television program last 
Sunday Paul Hoffman and Nelson 
Rockefeller stressed that this 
waging of the peace must be done 
on four fronts simultaneously. 


Three of these fronts—economic, | 


political and propaganda—will 
cost us much less than the. mili- 
tary front, but if we win on them 
it may well mean that our finan- 
cial budget. will be balanced in 
the future in spite of the neces- 
sarily high military expenditures.

Enemies Have Tried to Kill Herbert 
Noble I! Times, Blew His Wife to 
Bits by Accident~He Won't Run Away

DALLAS, Tex., April 11. 

HEY used to call Herbert 

Noble “The Cat,” but that was 

when he had escaped death at 
the hands of enemy racketeers a 
mere eight or nine times. Now 
that he has escaped 11 times, they 
are referring to him as the “clay 
pigeon.” 

In recent years Noble has 
served as a sort of running target 
for underworld enemies who are 
seemingly so determined to do 
him in that they have even fired 
at him in his hospital room, 
where he was recovering from the 
preceding attempt on his life. 

He bears scars from high-pow- 
ered rifle bullets and sawed-off 
shotguns. His body is so covered 
with scars that once, when asked. 
by a desk sergeant if he had any 
identifying scars, he burst out 
laughing. “All over me,” he re- 
plied. 

He has lain for months in hos- 
pitals, his body wracked by pain 
from ambush bullets. His wife 
was blown to bits when he unex- 
pectedly swapped cars with her 
one morning, and he is so aware 
that every step he takes may be 
his last that his hair, in the last 
few years, has turned white, be- 
lying his 41 years. 

Yet he refuses to run from 
danger. “All I’ve got to do,” he 
says, “is stay alive until the man 
who is trying to kill me makes a 
mistake.” | 


Noble won’t name the man, 
merely identifying him as “a man 
out West; 1500 miles from Dallas.” 

The police, however, believe 
that one man who could throw 
light upon several of the attempts 
on Noble’s life is L. B. (Bennie) 
Binion, who now lives in Las 
Vegas, Nev., but who at one time 
was a Dallas gambler. Binion 
has denied knowing ‘anything 
about the attempts to kill Noble, 
but police say there has been 
bad blood between the two men 
ever since Binion tried to “take 
over”. gambling in Dallas. He is 
reported to have demanded pro- 
tection money from other gam- 
blers, many of whom complied. 
Noble, however, refused to pay 
tribute, having had ambitions of 
his own in the gambling rackets. 

Binion, a ranch boy who came 
to town in the late 1930s and be- 
came a toughie, served his ap- 
prenticeship during the Warren 
(Legs) Diamond regime in Dallas. 
He rose to become head of the 
policy racket. 7 

Noble started in a small way, 
too, but his racket was dice. Sev- 
eral years went by, during the 
course of which there were sever- 
al murders among the hoodlums 
on both sides of the fence. Noble 
was shooting dice in several clubs 
which he owned and Binion was 
operating more than 20 policy 
wheels which were netting his 
outfit several million dollars a 


year. 

The first attempt on Noble’s 
life came in January 1946. He 
was trailed to his ranchhouse out- 
side Dallas by a carload of gun- 
men. When they got near the 
house the gunmen turned loose. 


Noble’s car was riddled and his 


back was full of buckshot. 

The hoodlums, thinking. they 
had done their work, departed. 
But they didn’t know Noble. He 
turned up in Methodist Hospital 
and told the police he would set- 
tle his own troubles in his own 


way.

things happened in Dallas politi- 
cal and underworld circles which 
indicated to Binion that his reign 
was ending and his big-money 
days about to end. So he packed 
up and went to Nevada, where it’s 
all legal, leaving -behind a man 
named Harry Urban to look after 
things. ~ 

For the next couple of years all 
was quiet on the Noble front. He 
reportedly was carrying on his 
dice games in Dallas in a nice, 
quiet way, and operating openly 
in Fort Worth, where all good 
gamblers go when Dallas has a 
reform wave. 

Then one day in*M 
he was driving to his ranchhouse, 
a shotgun, fired from ambush, 
sprayed him in the right arm. He 
went back to Methodist Hospital, 
and again he wouldn’t tell the 

ce anything. 
was on St. Valentine’s day 
in 1949 that Noble was introduced 
to bombs. His car was parked 
in downtown Dallas and a friend, 
who knew the car, saw a man 
crawling out from under it. The 
friend asked the stranger what 


he was doing crawling around un- 


der Noble’s car. The man said 
he was just retrieving a bottle 
of whisky he dropped under 
there. And sure enough, he had 
a bottle of whisky in his hand to 
prove it. 

The friend told Noble what he 
had seen. Understandably cautious, 
Noble called police. Ve 
ly, they lifted the hood. To no 
one’s great surprise they found a 
nice, lethal charge of dynamite 
wired to the starter. No one ever 
found the man who dropped the 
whisky. 

Things rocked along more or 
less quietly until the night of 
Sept. 8, 1949. Noble and a friend 
saw a car slipping into Noble’s 
driveway. They stepped out into 
the yard and blasted away at it 
with shotguns. The occupants of 
the car started blasting back. The 
only man hit in all the shooting 
was Noble. His leg was full of 
buckshot and he went back to 
Methodist hospital.

N ex-convict named Jack Nes- 
bitt was arrested in this case, 
but police finally released him 
for lack of evidence. It was then 
that Noble revealed that he had 
learned there was a $30,000 price 
tag on his head. The offer was 
good, he said, only if he stopped 
breathing.
